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THROWN BACK BY YANKS 

Hnns Loxe llearlly in RIfr .Ittark— 
Marked Bravery Mhown Hy 
Tanks Ip Fight. 

With the French Army in France, 
May 1— A heavy Qerman attack 
launched yesterday against the Amer- 
icans in the vicinity of Villers-Ure- 
tonneux. was repulsed with heavy 
losses for the enemy. The German 
preliminary bombardment lasted two 
hours, and then the Infantry rushed 
forward, only to be driven back leav- 
ing large numbers of dead on the 
ground In front of the American lines. 

The German bomhardment opened 
at five o'clock In the nflernoon and 
directed especially aKainst tlie .\nier- 
Icans, who were supported on the 
north and south by the French. The 
Are waa'totenee, and at the end of 
two houre, the Qerman commander 
sent forward three battalions of In- 
fantry. There was hand to hand flxlit- 
int; all along the line, as a resnll of 
wliicli llie enemy was thru.';! hack, his 
dead and wounded lyluK on the 
ground In all directions. Five pris- 
oners remained In American hands. 

The struggle, which touted a con- 
siderable time, was extremely violent, 
and the Americans displayed marked 
bravery thronnhout. 

It was the first occasion in which 
the .Vinericans were engaged In the 
big battle which has been raging 
alnoe March 21, and their French 
comrades are full of praise for the 
manner In which they conducted 
themselves under tryhiR circum- 
stances, especially in view of the fact 
that they are fiKhlins at one of tlw 
most dltflcult points on the battle 
front. 

The American loadea were rather 
severe. 

linns Walt For Fresh Troeps Hefore 
Atraln Htrlklni; hi Khiiiders 
Dritish Army in Flanders. May 1 
— General Von Arnini made no fur- 
ther move along the Flanders front 
laat night nor had an attack been ex- 
pected. The heavy defeat which the 
Oermana auffered Monday forced them 
to pause and brlnj; up fresh troop'i 
before contlnuInK their drive for the 
hill positions In the Kemmel renion. 

A few more hours, however, will 
suffice for their reorganisation bimI 
another aaaault may be eipeoted Im- 
mediately. 

Heavy artllisry firing continued at 
various parts of the battle line dur- 
ing the nlRht and there were the Usu- 
al outpost actions. The back areas 
lietween Ypres and Hazehrouck were 
heavily shelled by the Oermans. An 
oaaaiy atteaspt y e a tord a y afternoon 
to oat the harbad wira at Wlaltje ias 
diapersed by artillery fire. 

The recent flRhting in Flanders has 
furnished many unusual and tryinp 
experiences for civilians living near 
the front, but none of these wag more 
amazing than that of two tiny French
